2. Shown below are the revised displays of Table 1 and Table 2 from the

competition affidavit. Tables 1 and 2 correspond to estimates provided



from BellSouth’s Method One and Method Two respectively, for CLEC
Linesin BellSouth’s area for the study month March 2001. There are
two adjustments that primarily affect the Bellsouth line total but therefore
affect the estimated CLEC share of total business lines and CLEC share
of overdl lines. The adjustments are (1) to include BellSouth ISDN
“voice grade equivalent” (“VGE”) lines in the denominator of the market
share calculation and (2) to remove atotal of 154 non-line items from the
CLECs Business Resale lines reported previously. The adjustment of
154 CLEC businessresale lines was previously disclosed in Bellsouth's
response to Item 23, SECCA’s 1% Data Request, August 5, 2001, KPSC
Dkt No. 2001-105. These resold non-line items were included in the
March data extract of CLEC resold lines used for the Table 1 and 2
previoudly filed.

BellSouth is now including ISDN lines on a VGE basisinitslinetotalsto
maintain consistency with its recent adjustment for ISDN to the standard
FCC ARMIS reporting of BellSouth access lines. For Basic Rate ISDN,
1 1SDN line uses a2X multiplier. For Primary Rate ISDN, 1 ISDN line
uses a 24X multiplier. Theimpact of thisISDN adjustment isto increase
the Bell South-K entucky business access lines by 51,193 and residence
access lines by 402 for March 2001. These adjustments leave the
estimated CLEC residence market share unchanged (remains at 2.8%
under for the Table 1 — Method 1 estimate and at 2.5% for the Table 2 —
Method 2 estimate.) The CLEC business market share is reduced from

18.1% to 16.0% for Table 1 (Method One) and from 12.8% to 11.2% for



Table 2 (Method Two). The Table 1 estimate of overall CLEC line share
changes from 7.3% to 7.0% for March 2001. The Table 2 report changes

from a5.4% estimate to arevised 5.2% for March 2001.
